thouſand Pounds per 4n#um :) That there be an Office ereQed, called, rhe King's 
Bunk (or by what other Name or Title ſoever the Parliament ſhall think fit to ſerrle 
the ſame) 1n the City of Loxdox : That Commiſſioners be appointed by AQ of Par- 
l2ment, and their Salary likewiſe ſettled, that ſhall have Power to grant out Bills 
humbred (that cannot be counterfeited) ro ſuch a Value and Number as ſhall not ex- 
ceed the ſaid Fund to be raiſed : Thar ſuch Bills ſhall always be accounted paid, and 
taken as preſent Money : That if any queſtion rhe Bills as ſhall come to hand, they 
may-have-Recourſe to the ſaid Office, where they ſhall be ſatisfied, paying no Fees. 
* That a fourth Part of theſe Bills ſhall be paid off every Year, either by Indorſment, 
or by taking out new Bills for a fourch Part leſs, which ſhall be thought beſt : So thar 
the whole will be:paid off ia four Years. 
- The Reaſonableneſs of the Propoſal appears 1n the Particulars following : 
- 1. Hereby the King is immediately ſupplied with ſo much preſent -Money as the 
Fund'amounts. to, without paying Intereſt, which will be a vaſt Eaſe to the SubjeQ. 
| 2, The Eaſeof the SubjeQs is very evident, in that they will have four Years time 
to pay that in, which otherwiſe muſt be paid in one. 
"WW. 3. By this Means Trade will be advanced, by making Money more plenty, and 
conſequently the Intereſt lower. 
" 4;'The Jowring the Intereſt of Money advances the Price of Land : as ſuppoſe 
Money at 6 /. per Cent: per annum, Land attwenty Years Purchaſe, lowring Intereſt 
to5, makes Land proportionably to be at 25 Years Purchaſe : and if at 4/7. per Cepr. 
ger annum, to beat 36 Years Purchaſe. 

And whereas it is ſaid by ſome that theſe Propoſals come too late, for that four Shil- 
lingsin the Pound is already voted upon Land for this preſent Year, whereof ſeven 
hundred thouſand Pounds are already borrowed, or voted to be borrowed upon the 
Credit of the ſaid Fund : 

It is humbly propoſed, That inſtead of a borrowing Clauſe the ſaid Office may be 
erefted and impowered to grant out Bills as aforeſaid ; by which Means Their Maje- 
ſties will be immediately ſupplied with the Remainder of the ſaid 4 s. per /. which beſide 
the Charge of the ſaid Office, cannot be leſs than 2000001. Advantage to the Nation. 
. And if Ways and Means may not be ſpeedily found out for the Supplying Their 
Majeſties with the Money already Voted as Abſolutely Neceſſary for this Preſent 
Year 94 ; It is further Propoſed, That 1 5. per /. per Annum more be granted to Their 
Majeſties upon Land, to continue for 4 Years; and that a 5th Part of the Whole for 
this Preſent Year 94, be charg'd upon the Tenant.
